The workers, therefore, are housed respectable 
dwellings, built permanent and durable materials 
and design contribute their feeling self- 
esteem. They have gardens and parks, churches and 
schools, theaters and recreation grounds, and their 
time ordered provide the requisite portion 
for labor and allow sufficient for recreation and rest. 
Their surroundings are clean and wholesome, but 
keeping with their requirements, and scale pro- 
portionate their earning capacity, practical and 
economical. Nothing, however, has been done which 
they could not have done for themselves properly 
directed. 

The consequences this development, aside from 
the solely material considerations, have been marked 
improvement the moral and physical character- 
istics the workmen, and most decided decrease 
those various manifestations industrial unrest,
